November 10 


Jefferson City .—With the open­ 
ing of the q u ail season ju st arou nd 
the corner (Nov ember 10, to be 
ex act) 
specu lation 
is 
ru nning 
among Missou ri bird hu nters as to 
the prospects for the 1940 season. 
A q u ail cnesu s, which was tak en 
in Ju ly and tabu lation of 
which 
has ju st been completed, 
shows 
that the q u ail popu lation of 
the 
state is at least as great as last 
y ear, which was considered an un­ 
u su ally good season by bird hu nt­ 
ers. The estim ated popu lation, the 
Commission believ es, ju stifies the 
prediction of a 
shooting 
season 
eq u al to that of last y ear. 
The q u ail cou nt was made by the 


Missou ri Cooperativ e Wildlife Re­ 
search Unit, assisted by the Co n­ 
serv ation Commission. 
The census 
was tak en by making a ro adside 
cou nt of whistling cock 
quails. 
Taking part in the project 
were 
43 Conserv ation Agents, fou r su p­ 
erv isors, 10 field biologists, 
two 
field agents and two mem bers 
o f 
the Wildlife Research Unit. 
Two-day cou nts were made, each 
for one hou r after su nrise (which 
is when male Bob Whites whistle 
most freely ) at 60 stations situ at­ 
ed in 55 cou nties ov er the state. 
Some redu ction from the 19 39 
popu lation is indicated, 
bu t 
the 
redu ctions are local and regional 
and seem to represent, only nor­ 
mal flu ctu ations cau sed by v aria­ 
tions in w eather conditions from 
one area or region to another. 
In fact, the localities where the 
popu lations appears to be less than 
last y ear correspond generally to 
the localities where 
periods 
of 
ex trem e cold weather and heav y 
snow continu ed for 
the 
longest 
time last winter. 
It is believ ed that if q u ail 
in 
certain areas are ev er, as mu ch as 
10 per cent less than la-1 y ear, the 
effect on the shooting season in 
su ch an area will not be m easu r­ 
able, tak ing into consideration the 
general abu ndance of q u ail. 
Last y ear’s crop was su fficient 
to fu rnish good shooting and y et 
leav e a su rplu s at the end of the 
season which su ffered a 
w inter 
loss of as high as 20 per cent in 
so me localities withou t 
seriou sly 
depleting the breeding stock need­ 
ed for produ cing a good crop this 
y ear. 
This y ear’s q u ail 
censu s 
was 
tak en in ev ery 
ty pe 
of 
cov er 
fou nd in Missou ri as well as u pon 
ev ery soil ty pe. It was fou nd that 
birds are most nu merou s on areas 
in which cov er and open land are 
interspersed, and least abu ndant 
on areas which are heav ily wood­ 
ed, o r mostly open with woodlots 
and fence rows widely scattered. 
This serv es to su pport the poli­ 
cies and program of the Commis­ 
sion in dev oting m ajor attention 
to the relation of food, cov er and 
w ater and the improv ement of 
su ch areas which hav e all

Said im provem ents m ay be done 
by contract or under the d irect su per­ 
vision of tjie fish and gam e com m is­ 
sioner, as in his judgm ent he shall 
deem best. Said com m issioner is fu r­ 
ther em pow ered to purchase o ut «>f 
said fish and gam e funds, gam e stork 
and plant the sam e in said park s for 
the purpose of propagation; and to em ­ 
ploy gam e keepers and such a ssista n ts 
as m ay be necessary for the protection 
of gam e in said parks and to pay 
such keepers and a ssistan ts a salarv 
not to ex ceed seventy-five dollars per 
m onth. The governor, a tto rn ey-g en ­ 
eral and fish and gam e com m issioner, 
In the nam e of the state, m ay enforce

case the ow ner or ow ners desire to 
sell such property, and such sale c a n ­ 
not be consum m ated subject to said 
lease of the refuge and hunting rig hts, 
the lease m ay be cancelled by the 
gam e and fish com m issioner w ithin 
six ty days a fte r request for such c a n ­ 
cellation Is filed w ith the gam e and

principal object of such sale is n ot 
to convert to private use the refuge 
and hunting rig hts m ade m ore va lu ­ 
able through the use of such property 
as an aux iliary gam e refugn.

It shall be the d uty of 
all common carriers, engaged in the 
transportation of passengers or prop­ 
erty hy railroads operating in whole 
or in part ln the state of M issouri, upon 
w ritten application made by the M is­ 
souri sta te fish commission, to haul 
and transport w ithout charge or com- 
pensation, the car used by said fish 
commission ln tho distribution of fish 
throughout this state, over all lines

ARTICLE IT. 
PRESERVATION OF FISH AND 
GAME 
Section 20, 
The ow nership of and 
title 
to all 
birds, 
fish 
and 
game, 
w hether resident, m igratory or im- 
ported, in the sta te of M issouri, not 
now held by private ownership, le­ 
gally acquired, is hereby declared to 
be in the state, and no fish, birds or 
game shall be caught, taken or killed 
In any m anner or a t any tim e, or had 
in possession, ex cept the person so 
catching, taking, killing or having in 
possession shall consent tha t the title 
of said birds, fish and gam e shall be 
and rem ain in the sta te of Missouri, for 
the purpose of regulating and control­ 
ling the use and disposition of the 
sam e after such catching, taking or 
killing. Tho catching, taking, killing 
or having in possession of birds, fish 
or gam e a t any time, or in any m an­ 
ner. by any person, shall be deemed 
a consent of said person tha t the title 
of the state shall be and rem ain in 
the state, for the purpose of re g u lat­ 
ing the use and disposition of the 
same, and said possession shall be 
< onsent to such title in the state. 
Section 21. 
No person shall, w ithin 
the state of M issouri kill or catch, 
or have in his possession, living or 
dead, any wild bird other than a gam e 
bird, or purchase, offer or ex pose for 
sale, transport or ship, w ithin or w ith­ 
out the state, any such wild bird 
after it has been killed or caught, e x ­ 
cept as perm itted by this article. No 
part of the plumage, skin or body of 
any bird protected 
by this section 
shall be sold or had in possession for 
sale. Irrespective of w hether said bird 
w as raptured or killed w ithin or w ith­ 
out the state. For the purpose of this 
articl • the following only shall be con­ 
sider* d gam e birds: 
The anatidae, 
commonly 
know n as 
sw ans, 
geese, 
brant, and river and sea ducks; tho 
rallid.ie, 
commonly known 
as rails, 
coots, 
m udhens and 
gallinules; 
the 
limicolae, commonly known as shore 
birds, plovers, surf-birds, snipe, wood­ 
cock, sandpipers, tatlers and curlew s; 
the gallinae, comonly known as wild 
turkeys, grouse, p r a i r i e chickens, 
pheasants, partridges and quail; the 
columbae, commonly know n as doves 
and pigeons; all other species of birds 
either resident, m igratory or im port­ 
ed, shall be considered nongam e birds. 
Nothing in this article shall be con­ 
strued to prevent the possession and 
sale of live canaries and parrots. 
Section 22. 
No person shall, w ithin 
the state of M issouri, take or need­ 
lessly destroy the nest or the eggs 
of any wild bird, nor shall have such 
nest or eggs in possession ex cept a s 
perm itted by this article. 
Section 23. Any person w ho violates 
any of the provisions of sections 21 
or 22 shall be guilty of a m isdem eanor, 
and shall be liable to a fine of tw en ty- 
five dollars for each offense, and an 
additional fine of five dollars for each 
bird, living o r dead or part, of bird, 
or nest or egg possessed In violation 
of this article. 
Section 24. 
Sections 21, 22 and 23 
-of this article shall not apply to any 
person holding a certificate giving the 
right to tak e birds and n ests and eggs 
for scientific purposes, aa provided for 
In section 25. 
Section 
25. 
C ertificates 
m ay 
be 
granted by the sta te gam e and fish 
com m issioner to any properly accred ­ 
ited person of the age of fifteen years 
or 
upw ards, 
perm ittin g 
the 
holder 
thereof to collect birds, their n ests o r 
eggs, for strictly scientific purposes 
only. In order to obtain such certifi­ 
cates, the applicant for the sam e m u st 
present to the sta te gam e and fish 
com m issioner w r i t t e n testim onials 
from 
tw o w ell-know n ornithologists 
certifying to the good c haracte r and 
fitness of said applicant to be e n ­ 
tru sted w ith such privilege; m u st pay 
to the sta te gam e and fish com m is­ 
sioner tw o dollars to defray the neces­ 
sa ry ex penses atte n d in g the g ran tin g 
of such certificate. 
C ertificates will 
become void upon proof tha t the hold­ 
er of such certificate has killed any 
bird, or taken the n e st or eggs of 
any kind, for o ther than the purposes 
nam ed in- sections 24 and 25 of this 
article, and the holder shall be fu rthe r 
subject for each offense to the penal­ 
ties provided therefor in section 23 of 
this article. 
Section 26. 
T he certificates a u tho r­ 
ized by section 25 shall ex pire on the 
31st day of D ecem ber of the ypar Is­ 
sued and shall not be transferable. 
Section 27. 
The English or E u ro ­ 
pean house sparrow , goshaw k, Cooper’s 
haw k, 
sharp-sk in n ed 
h a w k , 
great 
horned owl, crow and crow blackbird 
(bronzed 
grackle) 
are not Included 
am ong the birds protected by this a r ­ 
ticle. 
Section 28. 
No person shall take, 
captu re or kill by any m eans w ha t­ 
ever, any gam e bird ex cept the fol­ 
lowing nam ed gam e birds betw een the 
following d ates (both inclusive): AVild 
turkey, 
D ecem ber 1st to D ecem ber 
31st of each year. 
Quail (bobw hlte 
partrid g e) and woodcock, N ovem ber 
the 10th to D ecem ber 31st, each year. 
Ducks, 
geese, 
bran t, 
snipe, 
black 
breasted and golden plover, g reater 
and lesser yellow legs, rails, coots and 
gallinules—Ja n u a ry 1st to A pril 30th 
and Septem ber 15th to D ecem ber 31st 
of each year. 
Doves—Septem ber 1st 
to D ecem ber 15th, but not m ore than 
ten doves can be killed by any one 
person ln one day, or have In his pos­ 
session m ore than 15 doves. 
A nyone 
who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this section shall be guilty of a 
m isdem eanor. 
Section 29. 
Any person who shall 
take, captu re or kill, ex cept under pe r­ 
m it any pinnated grouse (prairie chick­ 
en), ruffed grouse (pheasant), Mon­ 
golian. C hinese or English pheasant, 
or other resident, m igratory or im -

» orted gam e bird, ex cept as provided 
n section 28, shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than tw enty-five dol­ 
lars ($25.00) nor m ore than fifty dol­ 
lars ($50.00) for each offense, and an 
additional fine of five dollars ($5.00) 
for each bird captured, killed or pos­ 
sessed. 
Section 30. A ny person who, in the

or anim als protected by the law s of 
this sta te ex cept as otherw ise pro­ 
vided.

season. No person shall pursue, catch, 
take, or kill any wild ducks,

No 
person shall pursue, catch, take or 
kill any deer, wild turkey or any bird 
o ther than aquatic fowl betw een su n ­ 
set and the following sunrise. 
A ny 
person violating any provisions of this 
section, shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than tw enty-five dollars 
($25.00) nor m ore than one hundred 
dollars ($100.00). 
Section 32. It is hereby declared u n ­ 
law ful to hunt for, or to kill or a t­ 
tem pt to kill any deer in any m anner, 
or to hunt or chase the sam e w ith 
dogs, in this state, a t any tim e ex ­ 
cept tha t for three consecutive days 
beginning w ith the fourth T hursday of

any stream , pond or lake, or betw een 
one-half hour a fte r sunset and one- 
lialf hour before sunrise, nor shall it 
be law ful to m ake use of a dog in 
hunting, 
chasing,

deer. 
No person shall kill m ore than 
one buck deer during the open sea­ 
son. 
No person ex cept Iandowmers 
w hen hunting on their ow n prem ises 
shall hunt for deer during the open 
season unless such person shall have 
in his or her possession a special d eer 
tag , which tag shall be printed in d u ­ 
plicate and shall be furnished by the 
sta te gam e and fish com m issioner, a*id 
m ay be obtained by persons having 
hu n tin g licenses, from the gam e and 
fish departm ent, county clerks, duly 
appointed license agents, or the li­ 
cense collector of the city of St. Louis. 
Such deer tag, m ay be issued to li­ 
censed resident hu n ters upon paym ent 
of the fee of $1.50, and to licensed 
non-resident hunters upon paym ent of 
the fee of $50.00. 
All revenue derived 
from the sale of such deer tags shall 
be accounted for in the sam e m anner 
as hu nting and fishing licenses. E ach 
person who kills any deer ex cept o n 
his or her own prem ises shall im m e­ 
diately sign his nam e, license num ber, 
and affix the date to both the original 
and duplicate deer tag, and shall there ­ 
upon d etach the duplicate tag from the 
original tag, and m ail the duplicate 
tag to the state gam e and fish com ­ 
m issioner attachin g the original deer 
tag to the deer carcass, and this tag 
shall accom pany said deer carcass a t 
all tim es until its final consum ption, 
and upon the deer being finally con­ 
sum ed, or w ithin three days there­ 
afte r, said original deer ta g shall be 
sen t or caused to be sen t to the s ta te 
gam e and fish com m issioner. Any deer 
carcass not having an original deer tag 
atta che d thereto as herein provided 
shall he deem ed as illegally taken and 
subject to confiscation and the pos­ 
sessor or shipper subject to a rrest. 
P erso n s having legally killed a deer 
in this state , and having the sam e 
properly tagged m ay legally hold such 
deer carcass in possession until tho 
5th of F ebruary, following the closed 
season. 
A ny person violating any of 
the provisions of this section shall bo 
deem ed guilty of a felony and pun- 
ishe« l by Im prisonm ent in the sta to 
pen iten tiary for a term not ex ceeding 
tw o years, or by im prisonm ent in tho 
county jail not less than 
30 days, or 
by a fine of not less than $t00.0(), nor 
m ore than $500.00, or by both such 
fine and im prisonm ent. 
Section 33. No person shall pursue,' 
ra ptu re , injure, kill, or destroy any 
grey squirrel, fox squirrel (A m erican 
squirrel) or black squirrel, ex cept from 
Ju n e 1st to N ovem ber 30th each year, 
both d ates inclusive; not to ex ceed ten 
in any one day, nor shall any person 
pursue, injure, capture, kill or destroy 
any such squirrels a t any tim e in any 
public or private park ; provided tha t 
any person m ay protect his or her 
prem ises from the ravages and depre­ 
dations of anim als nam ed In this sec­ 
tion a t any tim e and in any way. A ny 
person who shall violate any of the

Section 34. It shall be unlaw ful, for 
any person to kill an y fu r-bearin g w ild 
anim als, or take, have in possession, 
offer for sale, sell, bargain for, tra n s ­ 
port or ship the sam e or any pa rt 
thereof, or their pelts, a t any tim e ex ­ 
cept during the period betw een No­ 
vem ber 15th and D ecem ber 31st of each 
year, and Ja n u a ry 1st to Ja n u a ry 15th 
of the following year, ex cept as is 
otherw ise provided for in this article; 
Pro vid ed , h o wever, 
tha t pelts which have 
been 
m anufactured 
for 
com m ercial 
uses, w earing apparel or ornam ent or 
for 
scientific 
purposes 
legally 
per­ 
m itted, shall not be subject to the re ­ 
strictions and lim itations imposed in 
this article for wild anim als and pelts 
before they have been legally acquired. 
Any person violating any of the pro ­ 
visions of this section shall, upon con­ 
viction, be guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
Section 35. The s ta te gam e and fish 
com m issioner is hereby authorized to 
issue a license know n as a d ealer’s 
and shipper’s license, w hich is de­ 
signed to perm it the holder thereof 
to properly use fur pelts for com m er­ 
cial purposes in such m anner as will 
not m ake difficult the enforcem ent of 
the legal requirem ents for protection 
of the sta te ’s resources of wild a n i­ 
m als. 
Such license m ay be Issued to 
applicants upon paym ent of the sum 
of five dollars to the sta te gam e an d 
fish com m issioner, in the usual m an ­ 
ner as other licenses are issued upon

protection fund. 
D ealer’s and ship­ 
per’s license shall authorize the holder 
thereof to purchase, sell, tran spo rt, 
possess, and com m ercialize ln fur pelts 
w hen such pelts have been obtained 
legally in the sta te of M issouri or else­ 
w here, and w hen such M issouri pelts 
are not in “green" or undry condi­ 
tion a t the tim e of receiving them , 
w hen shipped betw een Ja n u ary 31st 
and 
F ebruary 
10th, 
of 
each year. 
H olders of such license m ay only se­ 
cure such license upon the. ex press 
condition tha t the officials of the sta to 
gam e and fish departm en t shall have 
access, 
freely and untram m elled to 
inspect the supply of fur anim als or 
their pelts in the possession of the li­ 
censee, 
and 
during 
usual 
business 
hours. 
All licenses m ust be signed 
by the holder of said license. H olders 
of licenses m ust ex hibit the sam e to 
an y U nited S tates postal au tho rities 
or agent, servan t or employee con­ 
nected w ith tran spo rtatio n of such 
pelts. 
Shipm ents, originating ln M is­ 
souri, m ust 
be clearly and plainly 
m arked w ith the nam e and address 
of the shipper, his or her license n u m ­ 
ber and the d ate of shipm ent, also the 
w ords “ fur pelts." Such shipm ent m u st 
be m ade only during the legal period 
for M issouri fur pelts, D ecem ber 1st 
to the end of Ja n u ary. 
If the sam e 
be ln undry or “green” condition, but 
dry or cured pelts m ay be shipped 
during the following ten days, ending 
F ebru a ry 
10th. 
W olf, 
coyote 
and 
w ildcat pelts m ay be shipped a t any 
tim e in any condition. 
The person, 
firm or corporation to whom 
such 
shipm ents is offered for tra n spo rta ­ 
tion, m ust sign his or her nam e, or 
the nam e of the firm or corporation 
ho or she represents, upon the pack ­ 
age offered for shipm ent before accept­ 
ing such shipm ents m ade from an y 
point w ithin M issouri and m ay be sent 
to any place w ithin or w ithout the 
state. 
N othing herein shall be con­ 
strued to prevent shipm ents» lnto M is­ 
souri, of pelts legally obtained from 
w ithout this sta te and consigned d i­ 
rect to a licensed dealer. 
Each and 
every m em ber of a firm or corporation, 
or any agent or employee, o r any tra v­ 
eling representative of any firm or 
corporation as fu r buyer or shipper, 
m u st be provided w ith a dealer’s li­ 
cense ln the sam e m anner as a n in ­ 
dividual dealer and shipper Is re ­ 
quired to possess such license, bu t 
firm s and corporations m ay secure one 
or m ore licenses ln the n ame of the 


firm or corp oration , wh ich are valid 
w hen used by any employee, agent or 
represen tative if In his personal pos­ 
session a t the tim e and place w here 
dem and is m ade to see the sam e. 
Section 36. Any person who has ob­ 
tained the regular hu nting license is­ 
sued by the sta te gam e and fish de­ 
partm en t, duly Issued to him or her, 
m ay ship fu r pelts, captured by him 
or her in season. Shipm ents to points 
outside 
of 
M issouri 
are authorized 
w hen m ade by holders of a hunting li­ 
cense, bu t non-residents of this sta te 
who have secured a non-resident li­ 
cense to hu n t and trap, m ay also 
tran spo rt and ship fu r pelts frorn M is­ 
souri, in the legal season, and can use 
a non-resident hu nting license in lieu 
of a dealer's license if he or she so 
desires. 
All shipm ents by licensed 
hu n ters m ust be m arked and addressed 
in the sam e m anner as is required 
of holders of dealer’s licenses, and 
m ust be show n upon dem and in the 
sam e m anner. It is hereby m ade the 
d u ty of all persons engaged in tra n s­ 
portatio n to comply w ith the regula­ 
tions herein set forth in conform ity 
w ith o ther sections particularly a p­ 
plied to transportation in any m anner 
Shippers using U nited S tates postal 
shipm ents m ust comply w ith all re­ 
quirem ents 
regarding 
transportation 
by other common 
carriers, and in 
com pliance w ith the “ Lacy a ct” reg u ­ 
lating in te rstate shipm ents required 
to he m ade in conform ity with sta te 
law s. 
Possession of a license to a u ­ 
thorize 
hunting, 
trapping, 
dealing, 
tran spo rtin g or possession of anim al, 
gam e or fu r pelts, shall be construed 
to m ean having such license a t the 
tim e and place w here dem and is m ade 
to see and inspect the sam e, by duly 
authorized persons. 
Section 37. 
It shall be lawful for 
land ow ners and ten a n ts to destroy 
any wild fur-bearing anim al which is 
com m itting depredations upon 
their 
poultry, 
crops or dom estic anim als, 
bu t under no circum stances shall it 
be legal to sell, ship or com m ercialize 
in the pelts of such depredating an i­ 
m als. or an y part thereof, if caught 
o r killed out of season. 
Section 38. The anim als designated 
a s “fur-bearin g anim als" under the 
provisions of this article shall be de­ 
scribed by the common nam es used 
for com m ercial purposes, as follows: 
Mink, 
raccoon, 
s k u n k, 
opossum, 
m uskrat, civet cat, erm ine, ring-tails, 
fox . red fox , grey fox , badger, otter, 
beaver, lynx -cat, m arten, lynx , w olv­ 
erine, and fisher, but not wolves, coy­ 
otes, or w ildcats. L icenses issued to 
dealers m ay be revoked a t any tim e 
by the sta te gam e and fish com m is­ 
sioner w hen satisfied the holder the re ­ 
of is deliberately ignoring the require­ 
m ents of the law. Tiefore such license 
shall be revoked the gam e and fish 
com m issioner shall obtain w ritten evi­ 
dence from the dealer and his accu s­ 
er, and such w ritten evidence shall 
be kept as a record in the office of 
the sta te gam e and fish com m issioner, 
and a fte r the accused dealer has been 
given an opportunitv to present his 
defense argum ent. 
Section 39. It is hereby declared to 
b« j unlaw ful for any^person to use any 
device to sm oke fur-bearin g anim als 
out of their dens or place of re tre at 
or ln any m anner to sm oke them out, 
and it is likew ise declared unlaw ful 
to have in possession, any such sm oke 
device, while hu n tin g or trapping the 
anim als enum erated in this article. 
Section 40. 
T he sta te gam e and 
fish com m issioner is hereby authorized 
and directed to secure co-operatinn 
betw een his departm ent and the offi­ 
cials of the U nited S tates governm ent 
concerned w ith adequate m eans for 
the destruction of wolves in any coun­ 
ty of this sta te w here such anim als 
have becom e especially num erous and 
are com m itting depredations upon the 
supply of wild gam e nnd dom estic a n ­ 
im als in such county. The penalty for 
violating any of the provisions and 
restrictio n s contained in sections 35, 
36, 37, 38, 39 and 40, shall be the sam e 
as contained in section 34. 
» Section 41. It is unlaw ful to kill or 
capture, or to a ttem pt to kill or cap­ 
ture, any beaver, or to destroy or in- 
jure or to in any m anner lnt« ?rfere 
w ith the dam s or houses of such a n i­ 
m als. 
.Portion 42. The right given by this 
article to take or kill gam e or birds, or 
to have in possession, unless o ther­ 
w ise specified Is lim ited to food purr- 
po <'s. and to one turkey, ten quail or 
bobw hlte, and fifteen additional gam e 
birds of each and every other fam ily 
lor each person in any one calendar 
day, and no person shall take, kill or 
have in his possession a t any one tim e 
more than one turkey, fifteen quail or 
bobw hlte, and tw enty-five additional 
legal gam e birds of each and every 
other fam ily; and no person shall kill 
during any calendar year m ore than 
one tu rk ey: Pro vid ed , tha t It shall be 
unlaw ful to kill tu rk ey a t any tim e 
w ithin the confines of an y state park. 
No birds, gam e or fish protected by 
this article shall be held in possession

son who .shall have in his possession, 
or under his control, the carcass, pelt, 
or ilesh of any anim al, fish or gam e 
protected by this act, ex cept when 
such possession or control is perm itted 
thereunder, shall be guilty of a m is­ 
dem eanor and the gam e w arden and 
his deputies are hereby perm itted and 
authorized to take and confiscate any 
fish, gam e, birds, or wild anim als, or 
the carcass, pelt or flesh thereof, from 
any person who m ay be holding the 
sam e, in violation of this article. 
Section 44. 
Any person who shall 
have in his possession or under his 
control any of the following variety of 
fish w hen taken from the w aters of 
this state, and less than the length 
herein specified, to -w it: bass of any 
specie under 8 inches In length, crap- 
pic under 6 inches in length, channel 
eat under 12 inches ln length, rock- 
bass or goggle eye under 5 inches n 
length, drum under 9 Inches in length, 
trout under 8 inches in length, jack 
salmon under 12 inches in length, ex ­ 
cept when such possession or control 
m ay be perm itted by law , shall be 
guilty of a m isdem eanor.

Section 45. It shall be unlaw ful for 
any person after the passage of this 
act to hunt or fish in this sta te w ith­

hu n t and fish during the calendar year 
of issue, and then subject only to the 
regulations and restrictions a s pro­ 
vided by law :

Congressman Barton suggests that 
W illkie w ill effect the sam e re­ 
sult in Newr York State—and down 
in Wall Street they are betting 
two to one he doesn’t.

The built-in bookcase is an 
attractive feature of the living room.

although of low cost, enjoys many of the features characteristic 
of higher priced homes because of its functional and attractive 
design.

WHERE? 


Selection of the lot involves a 
careful study of the neighborhood 
tftat you are making your perma­ 
nent home.

trans­ 
portation, educational and recrea­ 
tional facilities? 
Is there a possi­ 
bility of special assessments

taxes? 


W H A T ? 


Plans and specification for the 
home are probably the most im­ 
portant steps in building and 
is 
probably one of the least consider- 


ed. 
Few people are familier with 
fundamental building 
principles 
and costs—and can easily end up 
with a home that, though it looks 
nice, is rotten at the core. 
This 
can be avoided by having all plans 
and specifications checked by the 
FHA or a reliable architect. 


HOW? 


A 10% down payment is all that 
is necessary, though a larger one 
will make it easier to pay and the 
monthly payments smaller. In ad­ 
dition, the FHA recommends that 
the payments on the mortage 
to 
be one-fifth to one-fourth on the 
income. 


WHO? 


The contractor is the one 
that 
will give you either a solid, well 
constructed home or one that will 
settle out of place, leak and have 
all the troubles that come from 
shoddy construction. 
It is very 
wise to choose a large reputable 
firm—though some curbstone op­ 
erator whispers he can build it for 
less.

Q. How can heat loss be reduced 
in an unfinished attic? 
A. If the attic is not 
used 
or 
floored and there is no necessity 
for keeping the space at a com­ 
fortable 
temperature, 
insulation 
may be applied above or below the 
floor joists of the attic or in the 
space between the joists. 
If there 
is necessity for keeping the attic 
heated, however, 
the 
insulation 
should be applied above, below, or 
between the 
roof 
rafters. 
Attic 
windows should be 
weathertight, 
and if there are louver 
or 
vent 
openings they should be tightly 
covered 
during 
cold 
weather. 
Spaces between the studs at the 
floor line should be boarded over 
to block the free passage of 
air 
from within the walls. This meas­ 
ure is also a precaution against 
fire. 


Q. What is meant by the term 
cricket or saddle in connection with 
roof construction? 
A. At the back of a chimney 
which extends through a sloping 
roof, the slope of the roof is alter­ 
ed in such manner that the roof 
water is made to flow quickly to­ 
ward either side of the chimney. 
This is usually

by 
building a miniature roof sloping 
in two directions, which prevents 
the water from being dammed up 
by the chimney. 
This miniature 
roof is termed a cricket or saddle. 
They should be covered with a cor­

properly flashed with the chimney 
and roof so as to be made water­ 
tight.

A. If the basementless space is 
enclosed, provision should be made 
for foundation wall vents. There

For standard brick, a one- 
half-inch joint is most useful in 
forming patterns and bonds, since 
two headers plus the joint approxi­ 
mates the length of the stretcher. 
Five-eighth-inch and three-fourth- 
inch joints are used extensively, 
the difference in unit length of a 
stretcher and two 
headers 
plus 
joint being compensated by varia­ 
tions in the width of the vertical 
joints. 
Walls having joints three- 
fourth-inch or over require more 
time for erection and will there­ 
fore cost more than if a 
thinner 
joint is used.
